Committee members gen- 
erally seemed inclined to go along 
with Defense department recom- 
mendations on the point. 


American military leaders want 


the operating agreement in hand 
before the treaty becomes law so 
as to avo:d giving Japan any 
temptation to play the post-treaty 
ambassador off against the U.S. 
military commander in the islands. 


The military administrative agree- 


ment, as defense officials see it. 
must also provide the American 
military chief with direct access to . 
appropriate 
Japanese authorities, 


whenever st is desired to avoid 
complicated and possibly prolonged 
diplomatic negotiations. 


On the practical military side, the 


working agreement must also obu- 
ate the possibility that U.S. troops 
might become, the victims of some 
future Japanese government which 
might, try to make local political 
capital out of harassing the Amer- 
icans.
